In Table II of 
the specification of 60/396,600, McSwiggen et al. disclosed various target sites for human telemorase RNA sequence. They disclosed 
antisense polynucleotide sequence within the region of 2206-2225 and 2331-2350. See page 85 of i60/396,600. Since the antisense 
oligonucleotide sequences complementary to the claimed target sequence region were contemplated by McSwiggen et al. prior to the 
earliest filing date granted in the instant application, the claimed invention taken as a whole would have been prima facie obvious at the 
time of the invention.
